Jackson insists to tin's day that he didn’t have a part in throwing any 
of the games, but the fact that he had taken money and that his name has 
been mentioned in the deal was no good reason for Comiskey to desire hi 
presence on the club or to give him an increase in pay. 
When Cozy Dolan threatened to sue Commissioner Landis for a sitar* 
of the world’s series money awarded to the New York (Hants and for $100,000 
personal damages, ii was hoped thai some of the details would he forced out. 
Landis probably will argue that the details are not important. 
If they 
are not important, why are they not made known? 
lf they are important 
there are all the more reasons for making them public. 
For some reason Dolan seems to have abandoned the plan of seeking the 
restitution of his money and his good name in court. 
Little stock can be 
Taken in the report around Dread way that the threat of a suit was just a 
bluff and that Dolan was bought off by the powers. 
It was recently disclosed that Dan Johnson, president of the American
